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COMPETITION FOR THE SAKE OF LEARNING 

\ warm April afternoon in the green and rolling plain of the Shenan- 
doah Valley ot Virginia, encircled by the Blue Ridge and the Allegheny 
mountains; a grazing farm along the Shenandoah river, 200 acres of blue- 
grass pastures, intersected with rail and board fences, outcroppings of 
limestone, a slow moving stream, occasional thickets and gullies, and un- 
dulating terrain; 37 riders and horses from Virginia, Maryland, Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York, Connecticut, Canada, England, 
France, Germany and Venezuela; judges from Poland and from England 
(one of them a former Olympic Games judge), officials of the U. S. Eques- 
trian Team, the sanction of the U. S. Combined Training Association, under 
whose rules the event was conducted; a cross country course of 2% miles 
with 25 obstacles, none of them over 3’ 9”, but offering great variety and 
in locations which were (at least to the horses) unexpected, requiring 
handiness and courage; two dressage rings, large and small, for divisions 
of varying proficiency—preliminary, intermediate and open—and a stadium 
jumping course, also of moderate height, but with many turns, requiring 
a thoroughly obedient and responsive horse to negotiate it at the speed 
required—these, then, were the setting and the component parts of the 
Fifth Annual Blue Ridge Horse Trials at Huntover Farm, belonging to 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles B. Sweatt, the former a Zone Vice President of the 
U. S. Equestrian Team. 

Five years ago this event was organised by H. Stewart Treviranus, a 
member of the 1952 Canadian Olympic Three Day Team who had settled 
in the Blue Ridge Hunt country, for the benefit of his foxhunting neigh- 
bors. Although somewhat dubious about the dressage phase of the Trials, 
those who took part soon discovered how much more supple, responsive 
and obedient this type of training made their hunters, how much better 
mounts behind hounds. His success in organising these and other events 
induced the U. S. Equestrian Team (which had previously instituted the 
National Three Day Event, the Wofford Cup) to enlist his services as 
Technical Advisor for Combined Training. This post was transferred to 
the U. S. Combined Training Association when the latter was organised 
to fill in the gap between the responsibility for international Three Day 
Competition shared by the U.S.E.T. and by our national equestrian federa- 
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tion, the American Horse Shows 
Association, and the responsibility 
for educating our junior riders in 
elementary combined training by 
the U. S. Pony Clubs, Inc. More 
events were organised and Mr. 
Treviranus took over the direction 
of the 3 week Combined Training 
Center at South Woodstock, Ver- 
mont, sponsored by the Green Moun- 
tain Horse Association, where many 
enthusiasts were trained who then 
went out and spread the gospel. 

The annual Blue Ridge Trials 
meanwhile went steadily along, with 
others forming spring and fall cir- 
cuits. This year they have exploded. 
There was barely enough daylight 
to accommodate the 37 entries ac- 
cepted, and many more were turned 
down. Organising Committees of 
other Trials report the same pic- 
ture. Unquestionably Combined 
Training will be the most rapidly 
expanding equestrian sport in this 
country during the next ten years, 
just as it has been in England dur- 
ing the last ten. 

Why this expansion? Of course 
Horse Trials are fun for the cross 
country rider, much more fun than 
any other competitive event, horse 
shows, hunter trials, or what have 
you. Even more important, how- 
ever, is what they teach horse and 
rider, on the flat and over fences, 
improved techniques of riding, con- 
ditioning and general horsemanship. 
Learning, in fact is the keynote of 
these events. Those who compete 
like to do well, of course. But they 
are far more interested in what they 
learn from the comments of the 
dressage judges, from the experi: 
ence of riding over a testing cross 
country course, and over a stadium 
course requiring precise control, 
from the basic core of hard work, 
persistence and courage. There is 
no finer form of equestrian sport.

The racing dailies are encyclopedias 
of information for students attempting to 
establish comparative values in Thorough- 
bred horses, 

Pundits can interpret every line and 
character as readily as a fourth-grade 
kid can absorb the simple sentences of a 
first-grade reader. Through examination 
of the compact race histories, the ex- 
perienced TELEGRAPH (or RACING 
FORM) user discovers a horse’s worth 
and measures it against its competitors. 

Workouts, early speed, times (frac- 
tional and final), opposition, distance, in- 
the-money record and breeding all are 
tools with which the handicapper works, 
and with them he fixes upon certain 
horses and eliminates others from further 
consideration. Practice teaches him the 
use of these items, and prejudice, per- 
haps, causes him to stress some more 
than others. 

The true, 100-per cent horse-player 
is most happy when working with his 
figures - the names and numbers he finds 
in the racing papers. Winning is fun, too, 
but the challenge lies in working out the 
problems. 

Though the past performances hold 
no mysteries for the regular peruser, the 
information-laden lines are likely to be 
bewildering to the first-time starter in the 
field of racing literature. But he is also 
likely to be fascinated. He will plunge 
into it and before long will be bragging to 
his friends, ‘‘I can read a FORM,” with 
the same smug pride that another may say, 
“I caught a 39 1/2 pound channel bass at 
Hatteras.” (It was on 20-pound monofila- 
ment line, on a squidding reel - and 
that’s the hard way - and it took me 17 
minutes to land it.) 

A person with no education whatever 
in racing who comes upon a TELLY or a 

FORM is almost sure to conclude that the 
ancient Egyptians have started bringing 
out their stuff on modern presses. 

That’s about the conclusion Miss 
Johanna reached when she found one of the 
Triangle Publications’ products lying be- 
Side her lunch in Ye Olde Yorke Road 
Tavern.

Eight fillies and mares, 3-year-olds 
and upwards beckoned to the starter’s 
call for the 7th running of the Distaff 
Stakes at Aqueduct, on Wednesday, April 
20. The dash of seven furlongs had a 
purse of $25,000 added; 65 percent of it 
and of the fees went to the fleetest. 

Circle M Farm’s Mommy Dear won 
going away from J, Welsh’s Tinkalero and 
at the finish showed a distance of one and 
three-quarters lengths between her heels 
and the place horse’s head. F. J. Vig- 
giani’s Craftiness was third and Mrs, E,D. 
Jacobs’ Hope is Eternal, fourth. The win- 
ning time for the 7 furlongs was 1.23 
over a fast track, 

Mommy Dear is a 4-year-old chestnut 
daughter of Polynesian-Miss Mommy, a 
*Bull Dog mare. She was bred by Mrs. 
E. S. Moore. E, C, Hayward trained the 
filly and Manuel Ycaza_ was in the irons, 
Her connections received $17,607.50 net. 


The Wood Memorial 

The 36th running of the Wood Memo- 
rial, $75,000 added, for 3-year-olds, drew 
fourteen starters and 50,000 racing fans, 
the largest of the New York season, to 
Aqueduct on Saturday, April 23. One and 
one-eighth miles was the required distance 
for the scale weight stakes. 

Harbor View Farm’s (Louis E, Wolf- 
son) Francis S, under strong urging by 
Willie Shoemaker drew away from Never 
Give In to tag a two and one-half length 
defeat on the Maine Chance Farm runner. 
Merrick Stable’s John William was third 
and E, Seinfeld’s Don Rickles, fourth. The 
winning time was 1.50 1/5 for the 1 1/8 
miles. 

Francis S, is a chestnut son of *Royal 
Charger out of the War Admiral mare, 
Blue Eyed Momo. He was bred by L. 
Combs 2nd and J. W. Hanes. Trainer B. 
Parke saddled him for his victory. He is 
a Preakness nominee, but was not named 
for the Kentucky Derby or the Belmont 
Stakes. The winning effort was worth 
$60,465 and now gives Francis S, $123,397 
on the credit side of ledger. He was 
supposed to run only in sprints due to 
respiratory unsoundness. 

The winner is reported to be named 
after the scrapping crooner FrankSinatra, 
whose penchant for battling reporters has 
gotten him more publicity than the work 
of a high priced press agent. 


Laurel Race Course 

Laurel Race Course’s Laurel Handicap 
on Saturday, April 23, gave the sixteen 
thousand spectators a real run for their 
money. For 3-year-olds and upwards, the 
47th renewal of this handicap stakes had 
a purse of $25,000 added for the one and 
one-eighth miles run, Five of the seven 


starters hit the finish line almost abreast 
and when the photo was printed it showed 
J. F. Gagel’s Reinzi nosing out W. M. 
Jeffords’ Piano Jim by the scantest 
margin, Shoestring Stable’s Ashlar was 
a head further back for third and three 
parts of a length separated Ashlar and 
W. H. Bishop Stable, Inc.’s Pete’s Folly, 
who nosed out Brookmeade Stable’s Ol- 
igarchy. The winner’s time was 1.50 for 
the 1 1/8 miles over a fast track. 

Reinzi is a 5-year-old bay gelding by 
Some Chance-Maraschino, by *Sir Galla- 
had III bred by Belair Stud. E. B. Ryan 
is his trainer. Howie Grant was the jockey 
who got Reinzi’s nose out in front at the 
wire after trailing in fifth position as they 
hit the stretch, The winner pocketed $17, 
793.75, bringing his career earnings up to 
$49,818. It was his first bona fide stakes 
victory, having pregiously scored in 
several of the overnight variety.

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Laurel Race Course Hurdles 


Snowden Carter 


During the second week of Laurel’s 
hurdle racing season the best jumpers on 
the grounds went postward in the $4,000 
Orange County Purse at a mile and seven 
furlongs. This was an “open” race in 
that there was neither a claiming price 
placed on the contestants nor restrictive 
conditions barring the better class al- 
lowance runners, So, with the cream of the 
Laurel hurdle crop in the 12-horse lineup, 
it was more than a little surprising to 
find Sir Trouble, a 7-year-old maiden, 
winning by a head from Royal Clipper. 

Sir Trouble is trained by Mrs. Clara 
E. Adams, 72-year-old mother of the fam- 
ed (but now retired) steeplechase jockey, 
F, D, (Dooley) Adams. The gelded son of 
Mr. Trouble is owned by Dwight W. Winkel- 
man’s Lakelawn Farms. Mr. Winkelman, 
of Southern Pines, S, C., was not present 
in the winner’s circle to receive the Orange 
County trophy, but Mrs. Adams graciously 
and charmingly deputized for the absent 
owner. Mrs. Adams readily explained just 
why Sir Trouble had never before won a 
race, Said the sportswoman: “He was a 
show horse until he was 5 years old. We 
didn’t commence to train him until last 
spring.”” Sir Trouble made his racing 
debut last October at Aqueduct, finishing 
seventh to *Le Bluizard. He was third to 
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*Chufquen at Aqueduct in his second start, 
then he was shipped to Virginia where he 
ran second to Royal Gauntlet in a maiden 
hurdle race at Middleburg. Taken to South 
Carolina for winter quarters, Sir Trouble 
made his 1960 debut at Camden in a one- 
mile flat race run over the turf. In this 
race he was second by three-quarters ofa 
length to Royal Clipper. With only those 
four starts on his record, Sir Trouble 
came to Maryland and schooled over 
Laurel’s five hurdles. Disdaining maiden 
and claiming races for her charge, Mrs. 
Adams entered him in what figured to be 
the most difficult event of the meeting. 
Outgaming Mrs. Henry Obre’s Royal Clip- 
per in an extended stretch drive, Sir 
Trouble, ridden by Joseph Aitcheson, won 
in a photo-finish, posting a $29.80 mutuel. 
Mrs. Adams, who is training a six-horse 
stable, knew then that her confidence had 
not been misplaced. Royal Clipper was 
easily second over Brunson, owned and 
trained by George H. Bostwick, 

Randolph D, Rouse’s Gckey was install- 
ed 7-2 favorite in the Orange County, but 
he broke down late in the race and failed 
to complete the course. Tommy Walsh, 
rider of the Norman Haymaker-trained 
gelding, dismounted and unsaddled in the 
centerfield, 
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Piedmont Fox Hounds Purse 

First of the bi-weekly hurdle events 
run during the next-to-last week of the 
Laurel meeting was a mile and a half 
test for maidens, This race, run Tuesday, 
April 19, was endowed with a $3,500 purse 
and honored Virginia’s Piedmont Hunt. 
Miss M. H, Tully’s Shining Bright captur- 
ed the event by a head from Mr. Bost- 
wick’s Tuscarora, giving her rider, Lester 
Graham, his third victory of the meeting. 
Shining Bright, a 4-year-old daughter of 
Air Hero, was bred by Miss Tully and 
won last year on the flat at Aqueduct in a 
$3,500 six-furlong claimer. Prior to her 
winning Laurel effort, she had made only 
three starts over hurdles, 

Tuscarora, the 7-5 favorite, turned ina 
game and honest race, but was simply 
unable to wear down the front-running 
winner, Blank Day was a close third, 
finishing three-quarters of a length behind 
the runner-up and a nose to the good of 
Hermod, the fourth horse. Less than one 
length separated the first four horses. 
Graham, a 26-year-old resident of West 
Chester, Pa., had never before encounter- 
ed such a run of luck as he experienced 
this spring at Laurel. He was astride 
three of the first four hurdle race win- 
ners (one of his victories being gained in 
a dead heat), and in his fourth try over 
the course he finished fourth. The jockey 
was without an explanation for his good

*Trouble Maker 2nd, Crashing through the 
small brush obstacle, the import sent Levi 
(Sonny) Keen to the ground with no injury 
other than a well-skinned nose.

Without a starter in the Gerald B. 
Webb, Jr. Memorial, a 1 3/4 miles hurdle 
handicap, trainer Cocks sat on the side- 
lines along with some 4,500 spectators to 
watch Mrs. Cordelia Scaife May’s Decem- 
ber defeat Mrs. William Coxe Wright’s 
Lucky Count by 2 1/2 lengths, Coming 
from 4th in the field of 5 starters, the 
gray gelding caught the front-running 
Lucky Count over the 7th and final hurdle 
to draw away to an easy win under James 
Murphy. Mrs. Henry Obre’s Count Down, 
who forced the pace in the early stages, 
was 3rd, 1 3/4’s behind Lucky Count, The 
winner was timed in 3:13.

Snowden Carter 


Easily best under the adept handling 
of D. Michael Smithwick, Fluctuate won 
the 58th running of the Grand National 
point-to-point at Butler (Md.) on Saturday, 
April 23. Scoring by four lengths over 
Theodoric in the three-mile timber race, 
Fluctuate, owned by H, Robertson Fenwick, 
set a new course record of 6,04 3/5. 
Four horses, including the favored *Doll 
Ram, were scratched, leaving only afield 
of four to compete in the second of Mary- 
land’s three major spring point-to-points. 
All four completed the course, butShindy, 
the fourth horse, was a distant trailer, 
having fallen at the twelfth fence and been 
remounted by his rider, Janon Fisher 3d, 

Smithwick, who rode Fluctuate in his 
record-setting performance, replaced 
Compton Smith, Jr. who dislocated his 
shoulder in a spill the previous Saturday. 
Smithwick, who had never before ridden 
Fluctuate, was gaining his fifth Grand 
National triumph, Said the veteran rider: 
“He jumped well, and he was much the 
best. He still had something left at the 
finish. I’ll probably know more about him 
after the Maryland Hunt Cup next Satur- 
day.”” Mrs. John B, Hannum 3d’s Theodor- 
ic was easily second best. The 10-year- 
old gelding alternated with Shindy in set- 
ting most of the early pace while Fluctuate 
trailed the field over the initial fences. 
Theodoric, ridden by R. Penn Smith Han- 
num, gave way to the winner approaching 
the last fence. On the final flat run, 
Fluctuate evidenced his superiority, draw- 
ing clear with only mild encouragement 
from Smithwick. 

Frank A, Bonsal’s Sagahash ran an even 
race in taking third honors. Ridden by 
Frank A. Bonsal, Jr., Sagahash stayed 
in third position most of the way and 
finished six lengths behind Theodoric. 

Fluctuate, a 13-year-old gelded son of 
Swing and Sway, was gaining his first 
Grand National victory, having last year 
finished second to Mainstay in the timber 
race. Performing over a hard course, 
Fluctuate took four full seconds off the 
old record set in 1958 by Louis Neilson, 
Jr.’s Coke Hi, Benjamin H, Griswold 3d’s 
*Doll Ram had been established the prob- 
able favorite for the Grand National, but 
the Irish-bred gelding’s owner withdrew 
him from the lineup. 

A crowd of approximately 4,000 fans 
sprawled over the valley course in July- 
like weather. Most of the spectators 
witnessed the races in their shirtsleeves 
as temperatures crawled into the 90's. 


Western Run Plate 
Full Stop, owned by Elkins Weatherill, 
won the Western Run Plate, secondary 
feature on the two-race program. The 
Western Run, which is restricted to horses 
which have never won a race over timber, 


was contested by six horses. Full Stop, 
ridden by Carl Meister, Jr., scored by 
three lengths over George T. Weymouth’s 
Eastcor. Mrs. Edgar Scott, Jr.’s Grey 
Thistle 2d took third place, a half-length 
behind the runner-up. Galloping in anout- 
distanced fourth was Paul Baldwin's Fair- 
plex. The other two starters, Hunt Liege 
and Hurdy Gurdy, failed to complete the 
course. Hunt Liege, owned by Mrs. H., 
Nelson Slater, Jr., was sent immediately 
to the front by his rider, Philip F. N. 
Fanning. The 9-year-old gelding widened 
his margin at each fence and held a 30- 
length advantage approaching the eighth 
fence. But he put in a poor jump at this 
obstacle and lost his rider. With Hunt 
Liege out of the race, the lead went to 
Eastcor, ridden by Eugene Weymouth. He 
retained his advantage until the sixteenth 
jump, where he was displaced by Full 
Stop, the ultimate winner. Hurdy Gurdy, 
owned and trained by Kingdon Gould, Jr., 
was‘ pulled up after the sixth fence. Full 
Stop’s owner, who lives in Plymouth 
Meeting, Pa., said he may return the 
gelding to Maryland for the Hunt Cup. 
**We’ll have to wait until we see how he 
came out of this race,” he added, Time 
for the Western Run was 6,22 2/5.

PARASITE CONTROL 

In an article in a recent issue of ‘‘The 
Blood-Horse”, J. H. Drudge of the De- 
partment of Animal Pathology, Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station, sets 
forth the results of recent experiments 
in parasite control in horses. The ex- 
periments indicate that although the ad- 
ministration of carbon disulfide with a 
stomach tube gives 95 to 100 per cent 
elimination of bots, the use of piperazine 
will give from 75 to 85 per cent elimina- 
tion. Piperazine in combination with 
phenothiazine is getting optimum results 
in the elimination of other types of 
parasites.

Among those who are recorded in the 
pages of history for the virtues of self 
control and philosophical acceptance of 
the bad breaks, Bill Winfrey ought to be 
near the top of the list. 

Of course the best people in any sport 
accept the bad breaks along with the good 
ones without stamping their feet or waving 
their arms about either. But Mr. Winfrey 
has had two of the very worst. 

He had the best horse in the 1953 
Kentucky Derby. That was Native Dancer. 
Well, late on the club house turn, Money 
Broker smacked into Native Dancer. It was 
not until they entered the stretch for the 
big run that the grey got straightened out. 
Then it was too late. As every school 
child knows, Dark Star won, with Native 
Dancer coming on with a tremendous rush. 
Mz. Winfrey didn’t utter a peep about that 
one, Neither did Mr. Vanderbilt, the owner. 

This year Mr. Winfrey gets another 
grey which looks like about as good a 
prospect to take all three of the classics 
as amy to come along since the other grey. 
This one starts out breaking a track 
record in the Swift, looking very good in 
the process. His name is Warfare. And 
then he puts himself out of commission 
in his stall. Still Mr. Winfrey doesn’t 
utter a peep. And to make matters worse, 
Warfare, which is still at Aqueduct, is the 

most robust picture of health you could 
imagine. The other day they moved him to 
another stall and he was dancing and 
squealing and walking around as sound as 
a rock, He could win the Triple Crown 
(what is a ‘‘triple crown’’? Is it for a 
person with three heads or is it three 
layers high or what?) on looks alone right 
now. But unfortunately he can’t run. 
Maybe third time’s the charm and 
somebody will come up with another grey 
for Bill Winfrey.

MR. WOODWARD’S SPORTSMANSHIP 

One of the most nauseating things any 
writer can do is get sentimental or 
nostalgic. So, now I’ll be nauseating and 
hark back to an event five years ago which 
is brought to mind by the proximity of 
the Florida Derby. This event turns around 
a very short statement by a true sports- 
man (a very rare breed which is encount- 
ered most frequently in Thoroughbred 
racing), The statement ought to be put 
in gold letters over the gate of every race 
track in the country. 

The statement was made by William 
Woodward, Jr. The occasion was the 1955 
Florida Derby in whicu Mr. Woodward’s 
Nashua was scheduled to run. 

Just after the first race on Florida 
Derby day, there was a downpour which 
made the track look more like a canal 
than a racing strip. It was thought that 
Mr. Woodward would withdraw Nashua 
because the footing, flying mud, and such 
add to the normal vicissitudes of racing. 

Mr. Woodward’s reply to the question 
as to whether he would withdraw Nashua 
was, ‘‘This big crowd came to see Nashua 
run and he will run.” 

Nashua ran fifth a good part of the 
way with an animal named First Cabin 
winging along easily in the lead. First 
Cabin broke a bone in his foot. Nashua 
got by him all right to take the lead but 
Mr. Woodward’s colt was immediately 
challenged by Blue Lem, Nashua won by a 
neck, 

To twist one of President Lincoln’s 
Statements (in the Gettysburg Address) 
somewhat out of shape, one might say the 
deeds done there may soon be forgotten, 
but Mr. Woodward’s sportsmanship and 
SENSE OF OBLIGATION to the people 
who pay the money which keeps racing in 
business ought not ever to be forgotten 
or overlooked.

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Middleburg Hunt | Point-To-Point

The curtain finally came down April 
13th on the Virginia point-to-point season 
after weeks of postponements and change 
in dates. Entries for Middleburg’s first 
Saturday’s racing schooled over theGlen- 
wood Park Course in the morning and in 
the afternoon the point-to-point horses 
moved in for The Middleburg Hunt Point- 
to-Point. 

Five starters were on hand for The 
Middleburg Bowl which was run over the 
about three-mile flagged course. The field 
got off to a quick start with Mr. Crompton 
Smith, Jr. away on top with Mrs. H, R. 
Fenwick’s Bay Barrage, but the bay geld- 
ing was headed in the short run to the 
first jump by owner-rider Mr. Cyrus 
Manierre on *Irish Well, Standing back too 
far, the imported timber horse hit hard, 
throwing his rider and almost going earth- 
ward himself. This left Bay Barrage in 
charge of the pace setting duties, followed 
by Major George C, Fox on Mrs. Fox’ 
Cannes, Col. B, deNadaillac on Ray Norton, 
Jr.’s Vesuvius and owner-rider Mr. David 
N. Rust III on Lotus III. 

Instead of the run downhill and then 
uphill to the right, after jumping the 
first fence, the field went through a gap 
and raced parallel with the usual Middle- 
burg course before turning slightly right- 
handed, then a bit to the left through 
another gap, uphill, around the beacon and 
then over the second jump (which is the 
third jump in the hunt meeting course). 
Bay Barrage still maintained his lead, 
followed by Vesuvius who had moved into 
the second slot on the flat and jumped 
in this spot, ahead of Cannes and Lotus 
Ill. Now on the regular timber course, 
the order remained the same over the next 
two jumps, but approaching the fifth, there 
was some consternation in the spectator 
ranks as the loose *Irish Well returned 
to the course and jumped this fence. How- 
ever, he did not appear to interfere with 
the field, 

In front of the stands and over the 
seventh to complete one turn of the course, 
Bay Barrage led by about a length now 
followed by Cannes. The latter horse got in 
wrong and did the neatest piece of foot 
work seen in some time. He didn’t hit 
the fence, but Major Fox lost his iron; 
after the field went through the gap, this 
pair dropped far back, In the run to the 
eighth, Bay Barrage, Vesuvius and Lotus 
lll, the latter having trailed in the early 
Stages, closed ranks, After this fence, Mr. 


Rust made a bid with Lotus III to lead 
over the ninth and tenth jumps. 

Mr. Smith brought Bay Barrage back to 
the front to handle the pace setting duties 
over the tenth, followed by Lotus III; over 
this one Vesuvius took out a rail. The 
twelfth and last were safely negotiated 
by Bay Barrage, but behind him Vesuvius 
and Lotus III were fighting it out head and 
head. Lotus III jumped this final one, but 
Vesuvius hit hard and went down, It was 
the irony of fate that Capt. deNadiailac 
should have suffered a broken collar bone 
in this, his last official point-to-point ride

in this country, after having established 
such a winning record with Logistics last 
year and this season. Back to the finish, 
Mr. Smith and Bay Barrage came in to 
win easily with Lotus III second. Major 
Fox brought Cannes in to finish third, 
after the horse appeared to be trying to 
head for the barn rather than the stretch. 
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Nine junior riders went postward in the 
children’s hunter race, run counter-clock- 
wise over 1/2 mile on the flat. The six 
entries from Foxcroft received good moral 
support from class mates but the winner 
was a post entry, Steve Rice’s ‘Bony 
Moronie, ridden by Tommy Sampson. 
Finishing a good second was owner-rider 
Miss Cristy Weston Suirdale, with another 
owner-rider combination, Miss Sheldon 
Gerry, third with Aly. 

The next event was The Louis Leith 
Cup, an open race which was also over 
the about three-mile course of twelve 
jumps. Scratches cut the number of start- 
ers to five. Away from the drop of the 
flag, owner-rider Mr. J. Hruska on Gay 
Blade went to the front ahead of E, Carter 
on Cyrus Manierre’s Nordame. They 
jumped in this order over the first fence, 
followed by Mr. Samuel Branham on 
Andrew Branham’s Harkimell, Mr. Eugene 
Weymouth on George T. Weymouth’s 
Eastcor and owner-rider Mr. E, Taylor 
Chewning on Daddy Darling. After jumping 
the third fence, the field was still running 
in the same order, but was now strung 





out with Gay Blade steadily increasing his 
lead. Gay Blade dived over the fifth, but 
landed well ahead of Harkimell who was 
now in the second slot ahead of Nordame.

arctic conditions prevailing here. Withus, 
the early months of 1960 have been bad, 
Until Christmas the weather interfered but 
slightly with sport and hunting. A few packs 
lost some days earlier through frost, but 
others never missed a day! 

The season falls into two distinct 
periods - before and after Xmas, with 
fields at their peak during the former 
times. In some areas, such as Dublin, 
Tipperary and Cork, for examples, there 
are plenty of foxes, but in others they 
are scarce. Some hunting folk blessed the 
long, hot summer for warming the ground 
which caused good scent early in the sea- 
son, 

This year, as usual, some of the best 
runs have been during the past few weeks, 
It is the beginning of the breeding season 
and traveling foxes are plentiful. The pity 
is that the weather becomes inclement 
when hunting should be at its Zenith, 
Question of supply and demand for hire 
horses is becoming more troublesome than 
ever. I know that in some parts of the 
country these hire horses are eating their 
expensive heads off in owners’ stables, 
with no steady demand for them, Else- 
where, especially around the County 
Dublin, stables just cannot supply suf- 
ficient mounts to meet the increasing 
demand froin visitors. 

On some days the fields are made up 
of more than 50 per cent visitors and 
some people have to be disappointed be- 
cause no available hunters are on offer. 
With the demand so keen abuses are bound 
to creep in and there have been isolated 
occasions when the hunt has felt obliged 
to refund money to visitors - sometimes 
they were over vocal on the subject - who 
had been palmed off with unsuitable mounts 
at a cost of six to eight guineas each. 
This kind of treatment is bad for hunting 
and bad for tourism, The time has really 
come for potential visitors to be fully 
informed on the true position. I hasten to 
add that generally it is good. 

It is generally thought this year that 
there are fewer Americans and more 
English coming over for IrishSport, com- 
pared with recent years, The latter come 
over for anything from one day to a whole 
holiday’s hunting. They invariably enjoy 
our hunting. More and more visitors are 
coming from the North of Ireland to the 
Republic. Mostly these bring their own 
horses to hunt with the various packs, 
and there is a wide choice, With horse- 
boxes and trailers crossing the ‘‘border” 
in increasing numbers, inter-hunt com- 
petition is becoming quite a THING, Before 
the last war a day out with a hunt other 
than one’s own was regarded as something 
of an event but today it is no novelty at 
all, 

For the American, apart from those 
who are au fait with our ways, who wants 
to do some hunting in this country, my 
advice is for him or her to get the facts 
straight beforehand, and to leave nothing 
to chance, A foresight will increase enjoy- 
ment a hundred-fold.

The U.S, Equestrian Team’s Three-day 
Team were the principal competitors at the 
first Caprilli Test to be held in California 
in the current combined training season, 
the horses and the riders to competitive 
conditions, and at the same time, to begin 
to familiarise them with the type of presen- 
tation that they now must meet competi- 
tively during the coming months: firstly, 
for the selection of the Olympic Team, to 
be done at Pebble Beach in combination 
with the annual Three-day event there, and 
secondly, for Rome, for the eight horses 
and four riders so chosen, 

For those unfamiliar with the Caprilli 
Test, it is a Test called after the great 
Italian rider whose work was reviewed re- 
cently in ‘‘The Chronicle’’. The purpose is 
to test the horse for obedience, suppleness, 
willingness and to provide the rider with 
the fullest opportunity to use his legs in 
order to maintain the natural gaits of the 
horse, so that impulsion and readiness are 
ever present. 

The Judges for this event were Mrs. 
Herta Taylor of Los Angeles, and Com- 
mandant Jean Paillard of RanchoSan Fer- 
nando Rey. 

The jumping course had been designed 
by Commandant Paillard. The purpose 
was, by its many turns, to emphasize 
rider control in order to maintain balance 
and collection of the horses whilst pro- 
ceeding at speed in varied directions, To 
score well it was essential for the rider 
to sense the elements of the course. Those 
who did so adequately were inthe ribbons, 

In the opinion of observers, the seat 
and position of all riders taking part in the 
event was quite good. Whilst the Dressage 
Test (B-3) was not difficult enough togive 
an indication of Olympic possibilities, it 
was at least good practice for horses and 
riders at the three basic gaits, which is 
all the Test contains. 

The horses presented were generally 
straight but no horse was sufficiently in 
hand, Many had low head positions and 
were not sufficiently between the legs and 
the hands, 

Whilst many of the horses have good, 
natural impulsion, it was clear that this 
could be improved by further use of the 
legs by the riders. Jolbaus

Why Ponies? 
Broadview 


Whenever I go to a show in the United 
States I am always impressed by the num- 
ber of youthful riders performing on 
ponies. 

In Canada a great many youngsters 
don’t start to ride until they are twelve 
or fourteen. It seems rather a shame to 
think their years of riding as youngsters 
must be brief, for they mustcram all their 
enthusiasm into a few short years before 
they have to knuckle down to serious 
studies. 


them to make a beginning on, but their 
progress will necessarily be slow and it 
will take them a year or two to learn 
enough “‘horse sense”’ to manage the kind 
of horse that can really give them a good 
ride. So, just when they have reached the 
point where they can really ride and hunt 
and show and enjoy the pleasures of a good 
horse, their studies are going to curtail 
their hours of fun on horseback, 

Not just parents, but all those who 
have an interest in the Horse World 
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instructors, Until I was 6 or 7 there was 
always a watchful eye not far away and 
for the next few years a riding brother a 
couple of years older that was supposed 
to look after me. But always we had ponies 
that were our real caretakers. I can re- 
member one shining example of the lack 
of straight thinking on the part of young- 
sters and the wisdom of ponies. We tried 
to ride them across a half-mile railway 
trestle that spanned a valley. The 
ponies carefully picked their way over the 
open ties to a point only some ten feet out 
on the bridge. They then sized up the situa- 
tion as being most undesirable and care- 
fully turned around and picked their way 
back, despite determined efforts to stop 
them on our part. This performance was 
witnessed and reported to father who 
naturally took a very dim view; we dared 
not go out of bounds again for a consider- 
able time. 

Ponies are endowed with more natural 
wisdom than horses. They don’t panic at 
the unforseen incident that is the bane of

Even though the USA is Pony conscious 
and has many small children who start 
early riding ponies, there are doubtless a 
great many horse enthusiasts, who, like so 
many Canadian boys and girls, don’t start 
their riding until their teens. 

A pluggish cheap horse is the usual 
introduction to riding for teenage young- 
sters. If childrendon’t start to ride before, 
this is probably the best kind of horse for

should try and get children started as 
riders in their early years, for the 
children who become “‘sold” on horse 
sports in their youth will come back to 
it when their schooling is over and they 
have made their way in the world. It is 
these, rather than late comers, who will 
be the influential horsemen of the future. 

I say start the small children off with 
ponies. Why ponies? Well if my own case 
can be used as an example for lighting a 
torch of enthusiasm which has given me 
great pleasure over the years, the credit 
must go to the ponies I had. They were 
good ponies to delight a child and got suc- 
cessively larger as I grew older (the 
original was nine hands). So, when I got 
a 2-year-old Thoroughbred at fifteen, 
there were none of the problems that people 
might expect from this combination. I was 
thus able to school this horse to the point 
of success in hunter classes as a two- 
year-old. 

Perhaps I should say that I was not sur- 
feited with instruction, The ponies were my 


young riders, even on a supposedly steady 
old horse. At best a small rider can only 
guide a horse and cannot be expected to 
control it. If something happens to alarm 
the horse, it is out of control completely. 
With no steadying and reassuring hand of 
control in such times of stress, the horse 
can panic and make off in blind fright. It is 
a curious thing, but with horses the in- 
crease of speed seems to set off a mech- 
anism in the horse’s brain which drivesit 
to greater speed and blinds it to all else. If 
a pony makes off it doesn’t lose its head. 

The objection to ponies that people 
have who favor putting a small child on 
a horse is that ponies can be contrary. AS 
ponies are wise they can become contrary 
if booted and hauled around and senseless- 
ly punished, but when properly treated they 
will not be contrary. 

A good pony is the proper mount for a 
small child. Selected to fit the proportions 
of its rider, the child will be able to sit 
more correctly and more securely than if

it were placed on a horse and thus have to 
swim around on top of its oversized mount, 
with practically no opportunity to use grip 
and balance properly. When the mountis in 
porportion to the rider its stride will also 
be in proportion and the rider will be able 
to sit down into the saddle and go with the 
movement of the pony with proper rhythm 
and balance, The rider will also have his 
legs come in the proper place on the saddle 
to enable a firm grip and also to enable him 
to use his legs properly and effectively, 
which is quite impossible if the mount is 
too large. A child with a proper sized pony 
should be able to dismount and mount and 
to reach it so as togroom itand tack it up. 
Not the least advantage is that, should a 
fall occur, it will be far less distance to the 
ground.

Cruelty 


Dear Sir: 

I read with some interest your editorial 
entitled “Cruelty to Hunters and Jump- 
ers.” The cruelty which you refer to is 
largely confined to one class of horses, 
namely, the open jumper and it occurs 
mostly because we are operating under 
rules that are 50 years old, and do not 
wish to change them although interna- 
tionally we have been less successful with 
horse shows than any other people, suchas 
the Germans, British, French, etc. 

The 100% adoption of the F.E.L rules 
would save the legs on many a good horse 
and horses which now last for about three 
months would soon last for three years or 
more, Everyone in the game knows this 
but no one will do anything about it. None 
of our horses ever have the chance to be 
educated in the F.E.I, division and the 
Same applies to: our riders. There are 
Practically no maiden novices or limit 
classes for F.E.1. horses. Instead we take 
some poor open horse that has been poled 
to death and hope that he will be able to 
guess or through fear jump obstacles over 
which he has never had the chance to learn 
how, and many of the riders are no more 
qualified than the horses. 

Has not the time come when we should 
follow those who have been much more 
Successful than we have in England, 
France, Germany and Italy in present- 
ing something to the public which the public 
Can understand, and at the same time at 
least materially reduce the unnecessary 
brutality which is now used on the open

Fuss Over 
Hunting Headgear 


Dear Sir: 

I have been reading your letters from 
various indignant fox-hunting people re- 
garding the ever more present hunting 
cap worn in the hunting field by those 
other than staff. 

For many years I have felt as they do, 
namely, that the derby is adequate and 
distinguishes the staff from the field. I 
have always thought, however, that a topper 
has no place in the hunting field, though, 
granted it adds height and dignity. Certain- 
ly it is more becoming to all men than a 
derby. You must admit that a topper 
must look ridiculous to the farmer on 
whose land we enjoy our sport. As for 
protection or practicability, first; it 
catches in any low branch, plus, has a 
tendency during a fall to be driven well 
over the bridge of the nose, a truly dis- 
figuring and humiliating injury. 

I have worn derbies for well over a 
quarter of a century, all properly fitted 
at Cavanaughs’ in New York. After a short 
time, in spite of regular brushing, they 
get a gray frowzy look from rain, mud 
and snow. I can only remember one 
instance in all my various spills that the 
hat has remained on my head to the ground. 
It usually does the same thing as a topper, 
hits me on the bridge of the nose, which, 
has done my nose very little good. 
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My worst complaint is a headache each 
time I wear it for any length of time. 

A year ago, the Rombout Hunt Board 
passed a r-~*'*'-~ permitting caps for 
anyone. In order that the field should not 
be confused with the staff, men wearing 
pink coats were required to wear gray 
caps to match the piping of our hunt colors. 
Colors can vary with each hunt. I recom- 
mend a conservative color. 

Appearances in our field have improved 
immensely. We’re not only vain but enjoy 
seeing others look attractive too. Frankly, 
I think, this is a good human weakness. 
There are no more arguments. 

I, too, have at last succumbed toa cap. 
I find I have no more headaches. The 
reason is simple. Your head is not en- 
circled by one tight band, instead, pres- 
sure is even all over and the cap is 
secure to the head. 

Now, who wants to argue?

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Hemoglobin And Horses 


Benjamin Zirin and Dr. Albert GalenDVM 


All animals in competition are classi- 
fied as athletes. They must have ability, 
must be sound and healthy, and must have 
stamina. 

In racing stamina is the ability of a 
horse to go the greatest distance at the 
greatest speed without faltering or quit- 
ting. In show horses stamina is the ability 
to perform at peak of brilliance without 
faltering or quitting. 

Stamina is based on oxygen and oxygen 
is based on the hemoglobin which secures 
the oxygen from the lungs. Therefore a 
horse with 100% hemoglobin will pick up 
the maximum amount of oxygen, All the 
cells of his body will be saturated with 
this oxygen and he will perform with ease. 
When the key moment arrives he will re- 
spond immediately. He will not tire be- 
cause, with the maximum amount of oxy- 
gen, the waste products of the muscles 
will easily be removed. 

On the other hand, a horse with only 
50% hemoglobin will only pick up S0% 
oxygen. His blood must circulate twice 
around his body in order to secure the 
same amount of oxygen as a horse with 
100% hemoglobin. His heart must pump 
faster or the cells and tissues will not 
receive the oxygen fast enough. The waste 
products of the muscles not being readily 
removed will cause fatigue. It is therefore 
of extreme importance that all horses in 
competition, whether they are show hor- 
ses, trotters or pacers, Thoroughbreds or 
Standardbreds, jumpers etc. should be 
blood tested regularly. If below par the 
condition may be corrected by the use of 
special supplements consisting of high 
concentrations of blood-building and B- 
Complex factors, for these are the factors 
important in maintaining the hemoglobin 
at its highest peak, in increasing natural 
appetite, and in reducing nervousness,

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The forthcoming rulebook of the U. S. 
Combined Training Association covers the 
question of qualification of horses for the 
three divisions we have set up. It is based 
on a table of points awarded for certain 
placings at Official Horse Trials. 

Theoretically every horse starting in 
his first Trials this, the first year of 
operation under the USCTA Rules, is 
eligible for the Preliminary Division, 
since no points have yet been awarded. 
Obviously this is not in the best interest 
of the sport. We therefore ask the com- 
petitor to bear with us until we have had 
a year or two by which time the table will 
be fully operative. 

However, in the meantime, organisers 
are urged to contact the Secretary or the 
Technical Advisor of the USCTA for 
assistance in arbitrarily placing any 
particular horse in a particular Division. 
The principle involved in making this 
decision is the following: 

Preliminary: Any horse which has 
never started in any Horse Trials, except 
one with considerable experience in 
another phase of equestrian sports. 

Open: Any horse shown in preceding 
year(s) in this division, except one which 
has never placed in the Open Division. 

Intermediate: Any horse that does not 
fit into either of the preceding divisions, 
which will quite properly make this one 
the largest. 

Trials’ organisers will have to have the 
last decision, until the table is operative, 
and may well ask the competitor in which 
division the horse has previously been 
placed, sc a standard can be maintained. 
As pointed out in the rulebook, a com- 
petitor may always voluntarily elect to 
compete in the next higher division,

Horse-Shoe Lore 

“There must be scores of innsigns in 
England bearing the sign ‘The Three Horse 
Shoes’, Why only three? Almost daily one 
Sees photographs in the Press of brides 
being presented with a horse-shoe as she 
leaves the church, and at most country 
houses (and many in towns), one fines a 
horse-shoe near the entrance. Since when 
have horse-shoes been regarded as a 
lucky talisman, and why?’’. 

One of three reasons may account for 
the common inn-sign “Three Horse Shoes’. 
Firstly they are part of the coat of arms 


of a number of old families; secondly 
the horse-shoe is an emblem of good luck 
and three is a lucky number. The seven 
nails in shoes is by some thought respons- 
ible for the ‘luck’, 7 (so often mentioned 
in the scriptures) has always been looked 
upon as a mystical number; thirdly the 
blacksmith was often an innkeeper, and’set 
up business at a point at which horses 
were likely to lose a shoe. His sign 
signified that there the deficiency could be 
supplied. Incidentally, the arms of the 
Farriers’ Company are: Argent; three 
horse-shoes, sable, pierced of the field. 

As to why a horse-shoe should bring 
luck, apart from reasons already given, 
this seems to be lost in antiquity. Ever 
since the Norman Conquest (soon after 
which shoeing horses in Great Britain 
began), it seems to have been looked upon 
as a happy omen to pick up a cast horse- 
shoe. Almost as ancient is the belief that 
they were a protection from witchcraft. 
In Gay’s Fables (1726), we find: Straws 
laid across my path retard; The horse- 
shoe nailed, each threshold guard. 

And in Butler’s Hudibras: Chase evil 
spirits away by dint of sickle, horse- 
shoe, hollow flint. 

Country bred people are always partic- 
ular to have their talisman horse-shoes 
hanging with the toe-piece upwards, Other- 
wise they are said to be ineffective either 
as a luck-bringer, or to ward off witches 
and evil. I have frequently heard towns- 
folk reproved for having horse-shoes hung 
points downward, so allowing their power 
to drain away. When we bought this 1673 
farmhouse there were (and are) horse- 
shoes at our doorways, and gateways. They 
must be nearly a century old and were 
doubtless originally placed at various 
points for protection, although in this 
district sprigs of rowantree (‘wicken- 
wood‘), were looked upon as the most 
certain preventative of witches either 
milking cows at night, or removing horses 
from the stable to ride them on their 
midnight errands, J.F.-B.

The 26th annual convention of the 
National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners, the second held in 
Mexico (the first back in 1950), covered 
a lot of ground in a week of meetings. 
More than 50 delegates attended with 
Japan, Peru, Jamaica, and Calgary and 
Vancouver of Canada, sending observers. 
Cuba also did not send a delegation, but 
sent a cabled excuse for its non-at- 


tendance, 
Main business was revision of the 
Association’s regulations to admit 


Mexico and Canada to membership. Both 
countries are accepted as “‘affiliates 
with the right to vote.” 

The man responsible for the inclusion 
of Mexico in the Association is Oscar 
Obregon, who has been attending As- 
sociation conventions for years, and is 
popular in American racing circles be- 
cause of his frequent contacts with 
American racing commissioners, 

Aside from the agenda there were 
many social events including lunches, 
banquets, and side trips to nearby 
Mexican places of interest. The delegates 
got their full share of traditional Mexican 
hospitality on the personal level. 

Silvano Barba Gonzalez, in address- 
ing the delegates at the opening session, 
brought up the hope that there might 
be an International Association of Rac- 
ing Commissioners in the near future, 
charged with keeping a watchful eye on 
the broad panorama of horse racing and 
breeding in all parts of the world, 

The first step in this direction was 
the decision to admit Mexico and Canada 
as affiliates. And the presence of ob- 
servers from Peru, Japan, Jamaica, etc. 
is also significant. It will not happen 
overnight, but prospects for an inter- 
national body are very good indeed, 
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LADY FITZ WILLIAM’S NECKLACE

the exhibit ‘‘Sport and the Horse”, now at 
the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts in Rich- 
mond, one of the paintings most admired 
was George Stubbs’ ‘“‘Mares and Foals” 
lent by the Earl Fitzwilliam, who was 
present together with Lady Fitzwilliam. 
The latter, appropriately enough, was 
wearing a diamond necklace with a pend- 
ant miniature by Sir Joshua Reynolds 
(said to be the only one he ever painted), 
of the Fitzwilliam ancestor who owned 
the mares and foals and who commis- 
sioned Stubbs to paint them.
